Cline said that he had 
positive evidence that

thought very much of each other. 
There are dozens of letters, Cline 
said, from the Birmingham sweet­ 
heart to Miss Lesser, and 
it 
is 
known that he frequently begged 
her to marry him. 
The existence 
of the man in Birmingham, Cline 
said, throws an entirely new light 
on the case and offers a new angle 
for deduction as to New’s motive 
for committing the murder. 
It is possible, Cline said, that the 
Lesser girl received a letter from 
the Birmingham man a few days 
before the slaying and that this let­ 
ter caused her to decide to refuse 
to marry New.

The property of the Scottish-Mex­ 
ican company, it was said, w*as now 
being operated 
by the Mexicans 
who have brought in a 30,000-barrel 
oil well. 
The British government. 
it was learned, has taken up the 
matter with the Mexican govern­ 
ment, through diplomatic channels 
and has advised the company pend- I 
ing action to continue to fulfill its 
obligations under Mexican laws. 
The land on which the Scottish- 
Mexican company operated, accord­ 
ing to company officials, w'as leased 
in 1910, conforming in every way 
with the law of Mexico. 
Acting under new construction of 
Mexico, and executive decrees is­ 
sued by Carranza, it was said the 
attorney for the owner of the fee*, 
a widow, denounced the property 
because of the foreign ownership 
aud organized a new company of 
Mexicans which took over the prop­ 
erty, supported by the law and the 
courts.

Suggestion put forward by many 
financiers and railroad 
men 
that 
the government should guarantee 
fair division on the full value of 
the railroads and leave the man 
agement in the hands of the rail­ 
road owners, was characterized b> 
Judge Lovett as impracticable be 
cause he did not believe the gov­ 
ernm ent would take all the risk and 
none of the profits. 
lf a small return, of two, three 
or four per cent, were guaranteed, 
he said, this would not be sufficient 
to pay the interest on bonds al­ 
ready outstanding. 
“It would mak* 
doubly 
secure 
what 
is 
already 
abundantly secured,” he continued, 
“but it would afford no collateral 
for new issues nor 
secure 
new 
loans. 
“The importance of re-establish 
ing railroad credit cqn not be over­ 
e s tim a te d /’ said Judge Lovett, “but 
nevertheless I am persuaded that 
no guaranty short of a return upon 
the full value of railroad p ro p e rs 
will be helpful to that end. and that

Following 
Day 
Bolshevist 
Force 
Was Driven Off With Heavy 
Losses 
When 
Another 
Attack Was Made. 


Itomanovaka, Siberia, July 12 (By 
the Associated Press).—It was at 
this little village, fifty miles north­ 
east of Vladivostok, that at dawn 
on June 25 a force of- JOO Bolshevik! 
attacked 
an 
American camp 
in 
which were seventy-four men 
of 
Company A, 
Thirty first infantry, 
killing nineteen of the Americans 
ami wounding twenty-seven others. 
two ol whom died of their wounds. 
A Washington dispatch June CU car­ 
ried the official report of this en­ 
gagement. 
The men of Company 
A 
were 
guarding the railway from Vladivo­ 
stok. occupying a row 
of 
tents 
pitched near the railroad. The Bol­ 
shov iki crept up ‘and hid in the 
dense 
underbrush, fence corners 
and woodpiles near the camp. 
At 
5 o’clock they had fired a volley, 
whic h killed many of the sleeping 
Americans. 
Others who had been 
wounded 
by 
the 
first discharge 
staggered outside and 
were 
shot 
down as they left the tents. 
Of those who escaped the first 
volley unscathed, some pulled on 
only a light garment or two, clapped 
on their steel helmets and organ­ 
ized a center of resistance in a log 
cabin, firing at puffs of smoke from 
the bushes. 
Then for three hours 
the Americans fought as in an In­ 
dian battle of the frontier days, re­ 
lief finally coming to them wnen 
seventeen men arrived on a train 
after an American volunteer had 
run from the besieged cabin to No- 
vonezhino, 
the 
nearest American 
camp, five miles distant. 
The Bolsheviki, 
thinking 
large 
reinforcements were arriving, with­ 
drew' toward the hills, taking their 
wounded and some of their dead 
with them, but leaving behind eight 
of their number 
who 
had 
been 
killed. 
The Itonianovka attack was the 
first of a series that evidently had 
been planned by the Bolsheviki to 
be carried out along the Suchan 
railway. 
On the following day a 
Bolsheviki force attacked Novone- 
zhino, the next station on* the road, 
using the same methods as those 
employed on the*25th, firing on the 
tents at dawn. 
This time the Americans were 
ready, however. 
They 
were 
not 
sleeping in their tents, but in log 
huts, from which they poured in a 
hot flanking fire and inflicted se­ 
ven' losses on the attacking party. 
Again on the 27th. 200 Bolsheviki 
attacked an ‘American supply train 
near Sitza. 
Two Americans were 
wounded, but 
the other hand, 
twenty-five Bolsheviki were killed, 
one American m arksman with an 
automatic rifle killing no less than 
eleven of the attackers. 
Intermit­ 
tent sniping and minor attacks with 
the destruction here and there of 
railway bridges and telegraph lines 
has continued 
between 
Shvotova 
and Suchan for a week, communi­ 
cation having been cut, except for 
service by native couriers.
